Mason City, 
111., Dec. 19.—Charles 
L. Thomas and his brother, Edward 
Thomas, known as "Jack," were ar- 
rested today in connection with the 
murder Saturday night 
Mr. and 


Mrs. John P. Becker, wealthy octogen- 
arians, at their farm home near Ma- 
son City. 


Charles Thomas is thirty years old. 
married and the father of one child.' 
He lives on a farm beloneins ot Wil- 
liam Becker, a son of the murdered 
couple. 
His house is a mile across the 
fields and in sight of the scene of the 
double killing. 


Jack Thomas is thirteen years old. 
slight, blue eyed, with the looks of an 
"angel child." 
His 
father,

Thomas, a section hand and trapper, 
lives in Mason City with his family. 
Jack has been making his home with 
his brother Charles. 


In Charles Thomas' home was found 
a 22 caliber repeating rifle. Its maga-

Eleven empty shells were found 
in the afternoon trodden in the ground 
beneath a window at the Becker home. 


Walter Mangold of Mason City, 25

At the end of the day," however, it 
was generally behoved he had lib com- 
plicity in the crime. 
At first, when

Rome. De^c. 18.—(Via Paris, Dec. 
19.)—Foreign Minister Spniiino said 
in the chamber of deputies today that 
several resolutions which h4d 
been 
introduced In the chamber In regard 
to the peace proposals of the central 
powers seemed to be based on 
the 
supposition that the government had 
>or would have concrete and precise 
indications as to the bases on which 
negotiations would be opened- 


"As I said on the day before yester- 
day, the supposition does not corres- 
pond with the facta," the foreign min- 
ister continued. 
"There is no sign of 
conditions or bases for negotiations in 
the enemy's note. 
I possess no infor- 
mation In regafti to the eventual con- 
ditions of peace beyond the note from 
the enemy which I read in the cham- 
ber. 


"Should propositions be made sub- 
sequently we should ^consider 'what 
to do feut it would be neither practical 
nor proper to discuss that question to- 
day. 
Moreover, It should be under- 
stood clearly that no one of the en- 
tente allies could tfike into consider- 
ation any condition whatever which 
by hypothesis might 
oe 
eventually 
offered to him under separate form. 
In the public interest and out of re- 
spect to the allied governments 1 can- 
not communicate 
to you 
anything 
whatever as to the substance of the 
answers shall give to the note of the 
four enemy powers. 
The answer will 
be published as soon as it is drawn up. 


"We all wish peace and lasting peace.

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Bureau of Education Report 
for 1916 Gives Interest- 
ing Data. 


Washington. Dec. 19.—There were 
23,500,000 persons attending schools 
of some kind in the United States in 
1916, according to estimates of 
the 
United States bureau 
of 
education. 
"This means," declai-es the annual re- 
port of the commissioner of education, 
"that approximately 24 per cent of the 
inhabitants of the United States are at- 
tending school, as compared with 19 
per cent in Great Britain, 17 per cent 
in France.

Washington, Dec. rr.—In order that 
birds may be helped safely through the 
approaching winter when snow will cov- 
er many of their usual sources of food, 
the bureau of biological survey of the 
United States department of agriculture 
I is urging city park officials to make bird 
I feeding an activity in the city pleasure 
grounds. 


Letters have been sent to the officials 
of parks in the northern parts of the 
United States pointing out the value of 
birds to the community because of their 
destruction of insects injurious to trees 
and crops; and calling attention to far- 
mers' bulletin 621, relating to the North- 
eastern, and 760, relating to the North- 
western states, issued by the department, 
which offer practical suggestions for at- 
tracting and feeding birds. The furnish- 
ing of facilities for feeding the birds in 
the city parks, it is pointed out, will 
give enjoyment to many people, espe- 
cially bird lovers. 


The letter continues: 
"Winter feeding may be done in the 
simplest ways, as by putting up suet in 
small cans, in cocoanuts, or under wire 
netting, and by scattering mixed seeds 
on bare places; or more elaborate appa-1 


ratus and more varied foods 
may 
be 
used. 
We enclose a publication giving 
details of the methods of feeding and at- 
tracting wild birds and trust that you 
will be intcrestpd in adding bird feeding 
stations to the attractions in your parks. 
^>y means of them you can bring to con- 
venient observation points several species 
of the most attractive, interesting and 
valuable birds. Such feeding stations are 
of great interest to children and give 
the boys and girls a chance to leam birds 
while they are having the enjoyment of 
feeding them. 


"The bulletin we enclose specializes on 
the use of fruit-producing 
trees 
and 
shrubs in attracting birds and we hope 
that this feature also will be of interest 
to you. 


"We are aware that park officials in 
various cities have already 
taken 
up 
bird feeding and that the mdvement has 
proved popular. We shall be glad to re- 
ceive reports on the success of the plan 
from any who have tried it, and those 
who have not are urged to do so even 
if only on a small scale. 
We are sure 
that the results will be satisfactory to 
them as well as helpful to the birds."

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A Sequel to the Campaign 


As a sequel to the "late impleasantuess" in Indiana, Guy C. 
Hanna, superintendent of the Indiana Boys' school at Plainfield, one 
of the most important of the state correctional institutions, has ten- 
dered his resignation, effective January 7, the day on which Governor 
Jialston will retire from office. The board of trustees, now democratic, 
has replaced Mr. Hanna, a democrat, with George A. H. Shideler, of 
Marion, a republican, in the place which pays $3,600 a year. The ac- 
tion will disbar Governor-elect Goodrich from making any change in 
the superintendency before April, 1919, in the event he should desire 
to do so—^^vhich is not at all certain, for Mr. Shideler is not only a 
man of Mr. Goodrich's own political faith, but a man of executive 
capacity and with wide experience in institutional work, gained dur- 
ing his experience as warden of the Michigan City prison. 


The regrettable part of the whole affair is the circumstances un- 
der which Mr. Hanna is voluntarily retiring. It is admitted on all 
bands that he has been a most capable officer; that under his admin- 
istration the school has been developed, much money saved for the 
state, the morale of the institution distinctly improved, and that Su- 
perintendent Hanna has fairly deserved all the commendation that 
has been accorded him. His retirement is prompted solely by the fact 
that during the campaign he became involved in a somewhat acrimon- 
ious debate with Mr. Goodrich, then candidate for governor. 
Mr. 
Goodrich indulged in some very caustic and, as Mr. Hanna viewed 
them, unfounded ajid unAvarranted criticisms of some of the state in- 
stitutions. While Mr. Goodrich did not become specific, Mr. Hanna 
interpreted some of the blasts as aimed as the boys' school, and he 
promptly and stoutly struck back. The controversy finally developed 
into an extremely heated exchange between the superintendent and 
the candidate. Mr. Goodrich won at the polls, and it was not at all 
difficult for Mr. Hanna to forecast his own probable official fate as 
soon as Mr. Goodrich got hold of affairs as governor.

Ford's attorneys argued that con- 
tracts for the construction of a large 
smelting plant near Detroit were let 
some time ago and that the Ford 
Motor Car company would Ipse a large 
amount of 
money unless 
the work 
could be resumed immediately. 


Ford offered to give a bond to re- 
imburse the Dodge brothers for any 
loss they, as stockholders, might sus- 
tain if i'ord is permanently restrained 
from carrying out his smelter project. 
The offer was not approved. 


The court also denied a motion by 
Ford's 
attorneys - that 
the 
Dodge 
brothers furnish a bond of $3,000,000 
to insure the Ford Motor company 
against loss as a result of the present 
injunction proceedings.

Exceptional Instances 
of Development. 


Washington, Dec. ii.—^In the 
fiscal 
year 1016, says Henry S. Graves, chief 
of the forest service, in his annual re- 
port, 20 new water power projects whicli 
utilize national forest land began opera- 
tion. This was an increase of 18Vi per 
cent, in the total number. 
In the fiscal 
year 1915, the number of new projects 
which began operation, was 12. 
Forty- 
two per cent, of the 
total 
developed 
water power of the United States utilize 
national forest laud, the forest servicR 
figures show. 


Development of relatively small pro- 
jects is particularly in evidence, accord- 
ing to Mr. Graves, in the Rocky Moun- 
tain states. 
California 
leads 
in 
the 
amount of power under permit and in op- 
eration. 
The 
number of transmission 
line pennits in effect was increased by 
13 during the year. The 40 applications 
for power-project permits 
received 
in 
1916 included eight from Alaska—a not- 
able evidence, according to the report, of 
increased local interest in power develop- 
meot on national forest lands tliere. 


Concerning the report prepared by the 
forest service in response to a resolu- 
tion of the senate calling upon the sec- 
retary of agriculture for information re- 
garding tlie ownersliip 
and 
control of 
water power sites and any facts bearmg 
on the question as to the existence of a 
monopoly in the ownership and control 
of hydroelectric power in 
the 
United 
states, Mr. Graves says: "This report 
presented in far greater detail than has 
ever been attemi)ted before an exhaiis- 
tive analysis of the general power situa- 
tion. It showed a marked concentration 
of definite and complete control of a 
large percentage of developed water pow- 
er by a very few companies. Data pre» 
sented 
regarding 
inter-relationships 
through common directors and principal 
officers indicated a marked tendency to- 
ward association or community of inter- 
eats, particularly between the principal 
holding companies. 
The movement to- 
ward concentration in commercial cen- 
tral stations of all the primary power 
employed in the electrical industries and 
in manufactures was fmmd in all sec- 
tions of the United States, the rate of 
concentration during the 
period 
1902- 
1912 being highest in the South Atlantic 
states ana the extent of concentration 
greatest in the weeterii states. 


•'The rate of increase in water power 
development for pubU^ service use from 
1902-191^ was 
approximately 
three 
times as great as in steam power, Pri- 
maiTr power installation from, all sources 
and for all uses ihcressed from 1903 to 
1912 more than 2ya times as rapidly in 
the eleven we^em states as in the re- 
mainder of the United States, while the 
inereaQe for primary electric power for 
ihe same period was 440 per cent. for. 
the western states, as against 226 per 
^cent. in other states. The development per 
capita of the western states in W2. was 
iYt times a9 great as in other parts of 
the country^,

These men will patrol the stores each 
afternoon until after Christmas, unless 
present plans are .changed.

Cleveland Price Advances as 
Result of Embargo by 
Producers. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Dec. 19.—The milk 
embargo 
declared 
by the 
Northern 
Ohio Producers' association has caused 
the Telling-Belle 
Vernon 
company, 
one of the largest distributore, to an- 
nounce that the price will be Increased 
from 9 to 10 cents e quart in order to 
cover the expense of obtaining milk 
from more distant points, even as far 
away as Michigan, to supply the city. 
The same company has offered to com- 
promise with the northern Ohio pro- 
ducers by paying them 22 cents a gal- 
lon instead of 20 cents as formerly. 
The producers' are asking 25 cents.

non company and make a similar offer 
as well as raise the retail price.

last fall the price was raised from 8 
to 9 cents and a short time before it 
was lifted from 7 to 8 cents.

council last night appropriated $4,000 
to establish a pasteurization plant at 
the city farm at Warrensville and pur- 
chase two trucks to deliver milk from 
the 140 cows in the city herd there to 
the thirty-two babies' dispensaries in 
the city.

Properties of John Mobb's 
lüíillioiis Will Go on 
Auction Block. 


London, Dec.*10.—(Correspondence 
of 
The 
Associated 
Press.)—Legal 
wrangrling: which has been going on 
for eighty years over "John Mobb's 
millions/' will be ended next spring 
with the sale at auction here of the 
immense properties which have caused 
so many heart-burnings. 


The auctioneer knows these proper- 
ties as the "London estates of Lo^rd 
Arlington," "ánd their value is sorne- 
wnere in the neighborhood of seven 
million dollars. 
They include factor- 
ies and docks covering scores of acres 
on the Regent's canal in London, to- 
gether with more than 2,500 houses, 
rented for various terms of years to 
working-class tenants. 


Mobbs' millions have for nearly a 
century been a glittering bubble to 
hundreds of "rightful heirs" who have 
either turned up in quest of them or 
been turned up by lawyers in quest of 
the large fees. 


John Mobbs was 
a 
Northampton- 
shire coachman. 
In 1757 he married 
the daughter of his old master, a rich 
London distiller, and thus became the 
ownér of a large agricultural estate 
in the then outskirts of London. 
But 
Mobb's use of the land was restricted 
by certain ancient "rights" which the 
citizens of London possessed to prac- 
tice "free archery" over them, 
and 
there were stone "archer's marks" dot- 
ted over the fields when Mobbs be- 
came their owner. 


Mobbs, however, granted leases im- 
providently over the gpreater part of 
the estate, and then mortgaged the 
whole thing to a merchant 
named 
Sturts, the head of whom is now Lord 
Alington. 


Building began on the Mobbs mead- 
ows in 1823 and twenty years later 
they were all covered with houses and 
factories, wharves and coal yards, ca- 
nal basins and timber sheds. 
The 
golden acres have ever since been so 
occupied. 
Hideous 
slums 
grew up 
there, too, which the taxpayers had to 
buy up at high prices in order to re- 
place. them with parks and healthier 
dwelling.s. 
As London increased 
in 
value the value of the property went 
up, and various descendants of Mobb^ 
went into the court, carried on law- 
suits, seized empty houses, and other- 
wise* endeavoi-ed to assert their al- 
leged claims. 


Many of the original leatses did not 
expire until 1870, and there was then 
a great reopening of the legal hostili- 
ties. 
The attempts to reprain the prop- 
erty for the descendants of Mobbs al- 
ways failed, however, there seemed to 
be plenty of legal technicalities 
to 
justify their pleas. 
At one time pro- 
fessional pugilists were employed to 
garrison the empty houses, but the 
Sturts won in the end and the Mobbs 
meadows are now to be dispersed by 
Uie auctioneer'.s hammer.

Over $2,250,000 During 
Past Year. 


Washln^on, Dec. 19.—More than 
two and 
a 
quarter 
million dollars 
worth of checks, drafts, money orders 
and other valuable paper were found 
in undelivered letters by the dead let- 
ter office during the 
last 
year and 
practically all were restored to their 
others. 
First 
Assistant Postmaster 
General Daniel C. Roper In his annual 
report announces that the dead letter 
division handled 10,839,890 letters and 
parcels during the year, a slight in- 
crease over the previous year. 
One- 
third of these letters and parcels, or 
8,677,194, was delivered; 101,485 con- 
tained things of value without clue to 
their senders and were held for claim 
^ ants; 7,019,436 had to be destroyed 
and 41,775 were still being investigat- 
ed. 


In addition to the valuable papers, 
with a face value of $2,303,119, found 
In undeliverable letters, many contain- 
ed stamps and 
some 
currency was 
found loose In the mails. The stamps 
and currency unclaimed, together with 
proceeds from the sale of articles of 
merchandise removed from undeliver- 
able letters, 
aggregated $53,665, and 
$11,000 was realized from six months' 
operation of a new postal regulation 
requiring collection of one cent on ad- 
vertised letters, making the total net 
revenue $64,665. Mr. Roper says that 
the revenue estimated under present 
conditions for a year would be approx- 
imately $75,000, which would make 
the dead letter division self-sustain- 
Inr 


To prevent the unnecessary accu- 
mulation of letters containing valuable 
inclosures, a provision was contained 
In the last postal appropriation law re- 
Aucing the limit of time that such let- 
ters shall be held awaiting reclamation 
from four years to two years. 
The 
postofl^ice department has decided to 
discontinue 
the 
final 
disposition of 
dead parcels 
by 
the 
postoffices at 
Pittsburg and Cleveland. 
Such mat- 
ter formerly going to Pittsburg will be 
sent to New York city, while that in 
Ohio, formerly going 
to 
Cleveland, 
will be sent to Cincinnati, and matter 
from the southern peninsula of Mich- 
igan will go to Chicago. 


On account of the large growth in 
the parcel post 
business, 
experience 
haa demonstrated that the accumula- 
tion of this matter at the points desig- 
nated for handling dead parcels has 
become so large as to make it difficult 
to find space for its accommodation. 
Hegulations provide, in the case of 
insured parcels, that claims for in- 
demnity must 
be 
filed 
within six 
months, and it has been found there is 
very little call for lost parcels after 
the lapse of that time. 
Accordingly 
an order will be issued amending the 
regulationa so aa to reduce the time 
for holding such parcels prior to sale 
from twelve months 
to six 
months. 
Last year 395,161 parcels were found 
undeliverable. 


Dead mail received by the division 
of dead letters during the year con- 
tained 
677,700 
misdirected 
letters, 
115,766 unaddressed letters, 228,700 
letters held for postage, 440,200 letters 
'bitten on hotel letter paper by per- 
fons unknown to the hotels and 104,- 
fOO letters bearing fictitious signatures.

Lewis is the author of a bill to postal- 
ize the wire services of the country, and 
he believes that taking over the District 
i,of C!ohunbia system woujd enable the 
' postoffice 
department 
- to demonstrate 
the efficiency with which 
the

ment could run such a service. 


Lewis' proposal has a direct bearing 
on the cost of living problem. 


"For experimental purposes," he said,

A TIP FOR HUNTERS 


ON T H E CARE OF GUN 


BY TRAPSHOOTER. 


There are two methods used for clean- 
ing a gun barrel. 


The first is the hot water 
treatment, 
but it should only be used if your sup- 
ply of powder solvent is exhausted and 
you a r e f a r from a store. 


Boiling water is a n excellent 
solvent 
for the harmful ingredients of -iouling. 
When poured down your barrel, it re- 
moves acids t h a t may be present and 
carries away the various residues which 
are obviously more soluble in water than 
In oil. 


The hot water treatment, however, is 
very dirty and inconvenient when car- 
ried out on a small scale, and h a s the 
ob.iection of not. a s a rule, being avail- 
able immediately after shooting, and u n - 
less you are careful to protect your stock 
and fore-end, you may injure these wood 
parts. 


If possible, you should secure a good 
lubricant 
solvent and rust 
preventive. 
A i-mall r a g well saturated with a n oily, 
non-corrosive mixture of this sort, pulled 
tlirough the rifling again and again, will 
keep your a r m in prime condition, if 
used after each day's shooting. 


One very simple and effective way to 
clean your comparatively new a r m Is to 
moi.sten tne interior of the barrel by 
blowing through and rubbing out with 
soft rags. 
The process should be con- 
tinued until the rags come out perfectly 
cienn—then oil thoroughly. 


All armii should be cleaned within two 
houns after shooting. 
No gun .should be 
set aside or placed in the gun rack until 
thoroughly cleaned.

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A Sequel to the Campaign 


• As a sequel to the "lute unpleasantness" in Indiana, Guy C. 


Hanna, superintendent of the Indiana Boys' school at Plaiutield, one 
of the most important of the state correctional institutions, has ten- 
dered his resignation, effective January 1, the day on which Governor 
Kalston will retire i'rom office. The board of trustees, now democratic, 
lias replaced Mr. Hanna, a democrat, with George A. H. Shidcler, of 
Marion, a republican, in the place which pays $3,600 a year. The ac- 
tion will disbar Governor-elect Goodrich I'rom making any change in 
the superintendency before April, 1!H!>, in the event, he should desire 
to do so—which is not at all certain, for Mr. yhidelcr is not only a 
man of Mr. Goodrich's own political faith, but a man of executive 
capacity and witli wide experience in institutional work, gained dur- 
ing his experience as warden of the Michigan City prison. 


The regrettable part of the whole affair is the circumstances un- 


der which Mr. Hanna is voluntarily retiring. It is admitted on all 
bands that he has been a most capable officer; that under his admin- 
istration the school has been developed, much money saved for the 
state, the morale of the institution distinctly improved, and that Su- 
perintendent Hanna has fairly deserved all the commendation that, 
has been accorded him. 
His retirement is prompted solely by the fact 


that during the campaign he became involved in a somewhat acrimon- 
ious debate with Mr. Goodrich, then candidate for governor. Mr.

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Properties of John Mobb's 


Millions Will Go on 


Auction Block. 
Last Call tor the Hoo- 


London, Dec. 10.—(Correspondence 


ot The 
Associated 
Press.)—Legal 


wranglinj. which has been going on 
for eighty years over "John Mobb's 
millions." will be ended next spring 
with the sale at auction here of the 
immense properties which have caused 
so many heart-burnings. 


The auctioneer knows these proper- 


ties as the "London estates of Lord 
Arlington," and their value is some- 
wnere in the neighborhood of seven 
million dollars. They include factor- 
ies and docks covering scores of acres 
on the Regent's canal in London, to- 
gether with more than 2,500 houses, 
rented for various terms of years to 
working-class tenants. 


Mobbs' millions have for nearly a 


century been a glittering bubble to 
hundreds of "rightful heirs" who have 
cither turned up in quest ot them or 
been turned up by lawyers in quest of 
the largo fees. 


John Mobbs was a 
Northampton- 


shire coachman. In 1757 he married 
the daughter of his old master, a rich 
London distiller, and thus became the 
owner of a large agricultural estate 
In the then outskirts of London. But 
Mobb's use of the land was restricted 
by certain ancient "rights" which the 
citizens of London possessed to prac- 
tice "free archery" over them, and 
there were stone "archer's marks" dot- 
ted over the fields -when Mobbs be- 
came their owner. 


Mobbs. however, granted leases 1m- 


providently over tho greater part of 
the estate, and then mortgaged the 
whole thing to a merchant named 
Sturta, the head of whom is now Lord 
All nst on. 


Building beg«n on the Mobbs mead- 


ows in 1823 and twenty years later 
they were all covered with houses and 
factories, wharves and coal yards, ca- 
nal basins and timber sheds. 
The 


golden acres have ever since been so 
occupied. 
Hideous slums grew up 


there, too, which the taxpayers had to 
buy up at high prices in order to re- 
place them with parks and healthier 
dwellings. 
As London increased In 


value the value of the property went 
up, and various descendants of Mobbs 
went into the court, carried on law- 
suits, seized empty houses, and other- 
wise* endeavored to assert their al- 
leged claims. 


Many of the original leases did not 


expire until 1870, and there was then 
a great reopening of the legal hostili- 
ties. The attempts to regain the prop- 
erty for the descendants of Mobbs al- 
ways failed, however, there seemed to 
be plenty of legal technicalities to 
Justify their pleas. At one time pro- 
fession;! I pugilists were employed to 
parriHOti the empty houses, but the 
Blurts won in the curl and the Mobbs 
meadows ;ire now to be dispersed by 
the auctioneer's hammer.

Undelivered Missives Tield 


Orer $2,250,000 During 


Fast Year. 


Washington. Dec. 19.—More than 


two and a quarter 
million dollars 


worth of checks, drafts, money orders 
and other valuable paper were found 
In undelivered letters by the dead let- 
ter office during the last year and 
practically all were restored to their 
owner*. First Assistant Postmaster 
General Daniel C. Roper In his annual 
report announces that the dead letter 
division handled 10.839.890 letters and 
parcels during the year, a slight In- 
crease over the previous year. One- 
third of these letters and parcels, or 
3.677.194, was delivered: 101,485 con- 
tained things of value without clue to 
their senders and were held for claim- 
ants: 7.019.436 had to be destroyed 
and 41,775 were still being investigat- 
ed. 


In addition to the valuable papers 


with a face value of $2,303.119, found 
in undellverable letters, many contain 
ed stamps and 
some currency wai 


found loose in the malls. Th« stamps 
and currency unclaimed, together with 
proceeds from the sale of articles of 
merchandise removed from undeliver- 
«.ble letters. aggregated $53,665. and 
fll.000 was realized from six months' 
operation of a new postal regulation 
requiring collection of one cent on ad- 
vertised letters, making the total net 
revenue J64.665. Mr. Roper says that 
the revenue estimated under present 
conditions for a year would he approx- 
imately $75,000, which would make 
the dead letter division self-sustain- 
ing. 


To prevent the unnecessary accu- 


mulation of letters containing valuable 
Inclosures, a provision was contained 
In the last postal appropriation law re 
duelng the limit of time that such let- 
ters shall be held awaiting reclamation 
from four years to two years.

On account of the large growth In 


the parcel post business, experience 
ha* demonstrated that the accumula- 
tion of this matter at the points desig- 
nated for handling dead parcels has 
become so large ns to make It difficult 
to find space for its accommodation. 
Regulations provide. In the case of 
Insured parcels, that claims for in- 
demnity must 
be flled within six 


months, and it has been found there Is 
very little call for lost parcels after 
the lapse of that time. 
Accordingly 


an order will be issued amending the 
regulations so as to reduce the time 
for holding such parcels prior to sale 
from twelve months to six months. 
Last year 396,161 parcels were found 
undeliverable.

Italy Tries New Plan 


« 


Rome, Nov. 30.—(Correspondence 


of The Associated Press.)—In order to 
increase its mercantile marine, Italy 
has by government decree dropped its 
subsidy policy and made a bid to ship- 
builders to place their vessels under 
the Italian flag by ordering the remov- 
al of practically all ship taxes for five 
years and exempting such ships from 
military 
requisition 
for a similar 


period. Already twelve new ships are 
building in Italy under the new law 
and, inasmuch as a vessel pays for it- 
self within three or four trips undet 
existing freight rates, it is anticipated 
that foreign .firms will take advantage 
of these new conditions. 


Greatest Heroine of 
Present War's Mighty Conflict? 


The immediate reason for the new 


lav,- is that Italy has been suffering 
severely during the war because of 
high ocean freight rates on grain, coal, 
and every other products imported. 


However, Italy has been actively in- 


creasing her merchant marine for the 
past dozen years and she intends to 
continue that policy after the war. Be- 
fore the war she was spending $8,0(10,- 
UOO a year in subsidies, five million of 
which went to vessels carrying the 
mails, one to cargo boats and two to 
shipyards. She has lost through sub- 
marines during the war more than 
100,00'! tons of vessels, which has cut 
down her increased tonnoge obtainef 
by subsidies.
